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| * * * trip to FISH SPRINGS, UTAH * * * 


The first trip of the year will be to Fish Springs, Utah, a mining ghost 
town in the West Desert of Utah, just off the old Pony Express - Butterfield 
Stage road. For those who want to go as a group, we will meet at the Redwood 
Multipurpose Center parking lot, SATURDAY, APRIL 23, at 8:30 a.m. For those 
going alone, check the maps. Once you go around the north end of the Fish 
Springs range (after passing the wildlife refuge), watch for a road turning 

Smi.off to the left (to the east) up to what looks like an old cabin half way up 
a flood plain. The general store was sill there when we were out there 4 
years ago & should still be there. Take plenty of water as the next store is 
at Ivanpah, 105 miles down the dirt road. The last place to stop for gas is 
at Stockton if you are coming from Tooele or at the Cedar Fort convenience 
store if you are coming from Salt Lake via Redwood Road (turn right off 
Redwood at Lehi to Cedar Fort & Fairfield, then follow the Pony Express signs 
when you get past Fairfield). There will be maps & descriptive brochures 
from the BLM at the meeting Thursday, if you want any more information. 


A SHORT HISTORY OF FISH SPRINGS, by Bruce Dugger: 


In 1899 silver - lead ore was discovered on the west side of the north 
end of the Fish Springs Mountain range. A small mining camp sprang up with 
approx. 250 miners, camp followers, several stores, and, of course, a saloon. 
The ore from the various mines was rich enough to be hauled by horse teams to 
the smelters in Salt Lake Valley due to not enough water at the Fish Springs 
townsite for a mill or smelter. By 1904 Fish Springs was just as wild of a 
mining camp as others had been. Several killings that occurred there are 
just history now. 

The mines were closed down due to water problems in the lower workings. 
The panic of 1907 didn’t help much either. By 1910 the miners were all gone. 

& For nearly 50 years thereafter, a John Fritch of Park City nad a few men work 
the Utah mine (the mine high up to the northwest of the town) and ship a few 
cars of high grade ore. | 

You might find just about anything in the area. I personally know of 
several tokens as well as some older coins (including a seated half dime) 
being detected there in previous club outings, as well as a few older bottles 
I was able to find myself. Hope to see you there. GOOD LUCK! 

P.S. Don’t confuse this with the Fish Springs stage station or with the 
wildlife refuge on the east side of the range.
